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Gentlemen, — 

I  beg  to  submit  to  your  Council  my  Report  for  the  year  1921. 

The  present  intentions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  are  to  divide  the  reports  of 
Medical  Officers  into  two  classes.  The  first  series  (under  which  this  Report  falls)  are 
to  contain  only  such  information  as  is  required  by  the  Ministry.  The  second  class  are 
to  be  Survey  Reports  of  a  full  and  detailed  character.  These  normally  will  be 
required  at  intervals  of  not  more  than  5  years. 

The  past  year  has  not  been  prosperous  owing  to  industrial  disputes  and  un¬ 
employment.  This  is  reflected  in  the  amount  paid  in  Poor  Law  Relief  in  the  district 
last  year  ;  the  figure  being  £1 1,009  as  compared  with  £753  in  1920  and  ,£600  in  1919.

Births. 

During  the  year  1921  there  were  registered  in  the  district  288  births  (150 
males  and  138  females)  as  compared  with  360  in  the  previous  year.  This  gives  a 
birth-rate  for  the  past  year  equal  to  27-24  per  1000  population  as  against  a  rate  of 
35-77  in  the  previous  year.

The  birth-rate  ior  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  for  1921  was  22-4  and  for 
the  County  of  Durham,  30*05.  The  numbers  of  births  registered  in  the  district  in 
the  preceding  7  years  were  360,  305,  254,  243,  259,  272  and  337  respectively. 

The  number  of  illegitimate  births  was  16(10  males  and  6  females)  giving  a 
birth-rate  of  1*51  per  1000  population,  and  a  rate  ot  55  per  1000  children  born. 


Deaths. 

Allowing  for  transferable  deaths,  the  total  deaths  belonging  to  the  district  in 
the  past  year  was  136  in  number.  This  gives  a  death-rate  equal  to  12*86  per  1000 
population  as  compared  with  a  rate  of  12*1  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales,  and 
13*01  for  this  County. 

The  total  deaths  for  1920,  1919,  1918,  1917,  1916,  1915  and  1914  were  116, 
146,  1 5 1,  128,  133,  142  and  136  respectively,  and  the  corresponding  rates  for  these 
years  were  11*52,  15*08,  16*19,  1 3*7,  14*03,  14*65  and  12*5. 

Infantile  Mortality  Rate. 

29  deaths,  or  21*32  per  cent,  of  the  total  occurred  under  the  age  of  1  year  in 
comparison  with  32  in  1920,  37  in  1919,  28  in  1918,  23  in  1917,  33  in  1916,  36  in 
1915  and  56  in  1914. 

The  total  for  last  year  gives  an  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  equal  too  100  per 
1000  births  registered  as  against  rates  of  89,  121,  no,  95,  127,  132  and  166  in  the  7 
preceding  years. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  was  83  and 
for  this  County  109. 

Included  in  the  total  deaths  of  infants  in  the  past  year  are  10  deaths  (equal  to 
34*48  per  cent.)  due  to  immaturity.

Diphtheria- 

There  were  17  cases  of  Diphtheiia  reported  in  1921,  as  against  15  in  the 
previous  year.

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Erysipelas. 

6  cases  were  notified  last  year,  as  compared  with  13  in  1920.  There  were  no 
deaths  from  this  disease. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

The  total  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  reported  last  year — 2 7 — is  less  than  the 
previous  year  when  35  cases  were  reported,  and  is  the  lowest  number  notified  in  the 
past  8  years.  With  the  exception  of  August,  the  disease  was  present  in  each  month, 
but  there  were  no  deaths. 

23  patients  were  removed  to  Hospital,  and  4  were  isolated. 

Enteric  Fever. 

There  were  3  cases  reported  last  year,  and  these  were  removed  to  Hospital, 
where  bacteriological  examination  Qfave  negative  results  in  2  cases.  There  were  no 
deaths  from  this  disease. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

4  cases  were  reported  in  1921,  as  compared  with  8  in  the  previous  year.  All 
cases  were  treated  at  home,  and  in  no  case  was  the  vision  impaired. 

Puerperal  Fever. 

There  were  no  cases  reported  last  year. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

16  cases  (8  males  and  8  females)  were  notified  last  year,  as  compared  witn  22 
in  1923,  There  were  6  deaths  (3  males  and  3  females)  as  against  5  in  the  previous 
year. 

1 1  specimens  from  suspects  were  sent  for  bacteriological  examination,  and  4  of 
this  number  proved  to  be  positive. 

Other  Forms  of  Tuberculosis. 

Under  this  heading  the  number  of  cases  notified  was  12  (7  males  and  5 
females),  as  compared  with  30  in  the  previous  year. 

There  were  5  deaths  (3  males  and  2  females)  as  against  6  in  1920. 

Pneumonia. 

The  number  of  cases  reported  was  24,  being  2  less  than  the  previous  year. 
With  the  exception  of  May  and  December,  the  disease  was  notified  each  month. 

There  were  10  deaths  from  all  forms  of  Pneumonia.

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  South  Ward — Tanfield  Urban  Area — Nursing  Association  (in  affiliation 
with  the  Queen  Victoria  Jubilee  Institute  of  Nurses,  and  the  Durham  County  Nurs¬ 
ing  Association)  provides  2  trained  nurses — i  General  and  i  Maternity,  for  the 
purpose  of  visiting  the  sick  in  their  own  homes.  All  cases  are  attended  to  with  the 
exception  of  Infectious  Fevers  which  are  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  The 
financial  arrangements  of  the  Association  are  in  charge  of  a  local  committee,  and  all 
contributions  to  the  funds  are  voluntary.

School  Clinics,  Tuberculosis  and  Venereal  Diseases  are  in  the  hands  of  the 
County  Authorities. 


Hospitals  provided  by  Local  Authority. 

The  Tanfield  Urban  District  Council  forms  one  of  the  constituent  authorities 
of  the  Lanchester  Joint  Hospital  Board.  There  are  5  Hospitals  under  the  control 
of  this  Board — 3  (one  of  which  is  situated  in  the  Tanfield  area)  for  the  reception 
and  treatment  of  cases  of  ordinary  infectious  diseases.  1  for  Small  Pox  and  1  for 
Tuberculosis.  The  accommodation  in  these  Hospitals  has  been  adequate  up  to  the 
present. 

There  are  no  hospitals  or  institutions  provided  in  this  district  for  unmarried 
mothers,  illegitmate  infants,  and  homeless  children.

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Laboratory  Work. 

Under  the  arrangements  made  between  the  County  Council  and  the  College 
of  Medicine,  Newcastle,  14  specimens  were  sent  for  bacteriological  examination  from 
11  Tuberculosis  and  3  Diphtheria  suspects.  Of  this  number  4  of  Tuberculosis  were 
proved  to  be  positive. 

An  adequate  supply  of  Anti-toxin,  and  Influenza  Vaccine  is  kept  for  distrribu- 
tion  to  medical  practitioners.

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The  work  has  been  done  in  quite  a  satisfactory  manner,  though  the  motors  are 
probably  too  light  for  this  work  on  the  roads  they  have  to  travel. 

Sewage. 

The  new  Sewage  Works  at  Tanfield  Lea  are  nearing  completion.  The  catch- 
pit  and  grit  chamber,  the  two  settling  tanks  and  septic  tank,  the  3  rough  filters  and  2 
of  the  3  fine  filters  are  finished.  One  fine  filter  is  yet  to  complete,  and  the  sludge  pit 
is  to  construct.  The  sewer  from  Allan’s  Square  and  the  Aged  Miners’  Homes  has 
yet  to  be  connected  to  these  works,  which  are  capable  of  dealing  with  the  sewage 
from  about  250  houses. 

The  other  sewage  works  are  not  satisfactory,  but  have  been  commented  upon 
in  previous  reports.

Slaughter  Houses. 

There  are  6  slaughter  houses  in  the  district.  Inspections  proved  that  these 
were  kept  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  except  in  one  case  where  limewashing  was  required 
and  this  was  done  immediately.

No  fault  was  found  with  the  milking  utensils  with  regard  to  cleanliness  and 
storage.  The  same  cannot  be  said  of  the  cowsheds  ;  in  many  cases  there  is  a  want 
of  cleanliness  and  in  some  of  an  old  type,  there  is  a  deficiency  of  lighting,  ventilation 
and  good  drainage.
